Those who have watched the evidence, 


so far as was possible to follow It in the 
press an.' some who havo heard it iu 
coiir;, have various opinions regarding 
the verdict of the jury and the manner iu 
which it was reached. 


While no sympathy can be expressed 


for criminals, or for crime, yet it seems 
diificult to see how a jury could convict 
the prisoners in faoeof the possibility that 
the i wo men who came to Xagie's defence 
ir.ight not havo been Foley and Sullivan, 
but two different men. It would seem 
tbat in this case, although the jury, so far 
as wo are aware, aro all upright, fair- 
minded and liberal men, they did not give 
the prisoners the benetit of the doubt.

It will be obvious, the body af- 
firms, that tho establishment of a set of 
Roman Catholic schools might possibly be 
followed by a sot of various other denom- 
inational schools, and that the educational 
system would be greatly impaired.

Snpremo Cmirt of Illinois Declares th« 


Trust to Bo Illegul. 


SPRINCFIKLD, Ills., June 14.—The su- 


preme court of Illinois confirmed tho opin- 
ion of chc lower court iu the case of the 
people V3. the Distilling and Cattlo Feed- 
ing company declaring the company to be 
an illegal combination or trust. The de- 
cision means tlu: 
breaking up of the 


Whisky trust. The decision is ono of the 
stuougtist arraignments of combinations 
ever promulgated by any court. 


These eases involve tho proceedings iu 


quo warvanto brought against the Dis- 
tillers and Cattle Feeding company by At- 
torney General Maloncy in tho circuit 
court at Chicago. Mr. Muloney toot the 
ground thai the trust was organized in de- 
llance of tin: law, and the lower court siis- 
taiucd this view. Accordingly a decree 
was rendered ordering a dissolution of tho 
trust and directing that its affairs be 
closed up. 


Attorneys for the reorganization com- 


mittee of tho stockholders have 'declared 
that if the decision should bo against the 
trust the property would revert to the 
stockholders and creditors, and that tho 
former ownurs of the plants would have 
no claim whatever against the property 
Nevertheless, Receiver lIoNulta, fearing 
the former owners would endeavor to get 
their property back Vr force if the trual 
was dissolved, hua ^£aced armed ITuiCed 
States deputy marshals in all the impor 
taut distilleries in Illinois, and Unltct 
States Marshal -Arnold holds himself in 
readiness to respond to any call for help 
from the rcoulvcr.
